Christmas 
tree permits 
reduced in ‘89

Christmas time is here and so is the 
time for wading through three feet of 
snow to cut down a Christmas tree. 

But what many people don’t know 
is that it’s illegal to cut down a tree in 
the Uinta National Forest without a 
permit, and only one district offered 
tree-cutting permits this year, said 
Loyal Clark, information officer for 
the Uinta National Forest. 

“Out of the three districts in the 
Uinta National Forest, only the 
Heber Ranger District offered the 
personal use Christmas tree pro- 
gram,” said Ray Abriel, resource as- 
sistant for the Spanish Fork Ranger 
District. 

This year the Heber District of- 
fered only 200.permits. All of these 
permits were sold the first day they 
went on sale, said David Griffel, law. 
enforcement officer for the Uinta Na- 
tional Forest. 

The tree permits are given only for 
areas designated by the Forest Ser- 
vice. The Uinta National Forest Ser- 
vice has to be careful not to be indis- 
criminate when choosing areas that 
can be cut, Abriel said. 

“We want to enhance productivity 
of timbered areas. The thinning pro- 
cess can be advantageous in some ar- 
eas to redistribute the growth poten- 
tial of the trees,” Abriel said. 

The limited number of permits sold 
this year is a result of limited re- 
sources. The trees that are candi- 
dates for cutting are hard, Griffel 
said. The three Uinta Forest Dis- 
tricts are being reviewed so that next 
year all three districts can offer the 
personal Christmas tree program, 
Clark said.

The Interior Ministry said the gov- 
ernment was disarming the “fighting 
groups,” the Communist Party-run 
militia based in the nation’s factories. 

The ministry said the weapons 
taken away included automatic rifles, 
rocket-propelled grenades and anti- 
aircraft guns as well as armored per- 
sonnel carriers. The ministry said it 
was taking charge of the weapons. 

Western estimates said the militia 
counted 3,000 active members, but 
could draw on reserves of 500,000 
people. 

A day earlier, the militia officers 
urged the rank-and-file to break their 
oath of loyalty to the Communist 
Party. The militia is under the party’s 
direct. command. 

In Czechoslovakia, the army Satur- 
day began disarming the Commu- 


nists’ paramilitary People’s Militia, 
which was created 40 years ago to 
protect the workplace from counter- 
revolutionaries and later guarded the 
Communists’ monopoly on power. 
Opposition leaders had demanded the 
militia be disbanded. 

Also on Tuesday, East Germany’s 
top lawyer, Wolfgang Vogel, was ar- 
rested on suspicion of “criminal extor- 
tion,” the official ADN news agency 
said. 

Vogel for years handled spectacu- 
lar East-West spy and_ prisoner 
swaps, and was a confidant of Ho- 
necker. He also represented a top- 
ranking fugitive East German offi- 
cial, Alexander  Schalck-Golod- 
kowski. 

ADN gave no further details of the 
allegations against Vogel, who en- 
joyed enormous privileges during the 
Honecker era.

BYU sponsors couples in China

BYU made public its first program 
sponsoring 11 couples to teach En- 
glish in China when a BYU linguistics 
professor spoke to BY U students and 
professors interested in teaching En- 
glish as a second language. 

Robert W. Blair said all 11 couples 
BYU sponsors as English teachers in 
China are members of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
Some of the couples are professors 
from BYU, but others are teachers 
from schools outside of Provo and 
Utah, Blair said.

Utah State University, Weber State 
University and a Payson school. 

There are two couples stationed in 
four of the five cities whose universi- 
ties are sponsoring the English pro- 
fessors. Beijing, Nanjing, Xi’an and 
Quing Dao each have two couples 
while Dalian only has one. 

Until now only a limited amount of 
information has been printed about 
the BYU-sponsored China project, 
said Ray C. Hillam, director of the 
Kennedy Center. 

However, last week the Kennedy 
Center sent a flier announcing the 
project to BYU professors. The flier 
encouraged those who were inter- 
ested in teaching in China to listen to 
Blair’s speech. 

An article on China in the January 
edition of the Church News was the 
only other reference to the program, 
Hillam said. 

After BYU received permission 
from the Chinese government to pre- 
pare and send professors to the coun- 
try, news about the program was 
spread only by word of mouth, Hillam 
said. 

The professors selected to go to 
China applied to the Kennedy Center 
for teaching positions at the end of 
last Winter Semester, Blair said. 

The Kennedy Center is concerned 
about the way in which news of the 
teaching program in China is handled. 


President Lee to answer questions today 


BYU students, faculty, staff and members of the com- 
munity are invited to attend this conference and ask 
their questions concerning university issues. 

President Lee said he may not have the answer to 


basic concerns within the university community. 


It wants to maintain good relations 
with its “friends in China” yet does 
not want to be regarded as condoning 
the Chinese government by having 
professors in the country, Hillam 
said. 

Despite the recent unrest:in China 
following the Tiananmen Square up- 
rising in Beijing which ended in the 
death of many Chinese students, the 
professors in China say they feel wel- 
come there, Blair said. 

The professors went to the country 
concerned that as foreigners they 
would not be welcomed by the Chi- 
nese students, but this did not hap- 
pen, Blair said. Instead, they have 
been invited into the Chinese people’s 
homes and lives. 

Although the Chinese have been 
friendly towards the BY U-sponsored 
professors, they are “still under a bar- 
rage of propaganda against the 
West,” Blair said. 

“They are exposed to very little 
positive information and propaganda 
about us,” Blair said. Many Chinese 
people feel they can understand the 
United States better by receiving in- 
formation about the West from Amer- 
icans rather than through their own 
media, he said. 

Blair said he is impressed with the 
success of BYU’s first group sent to 
teach English in China.

: Czech republic names new government 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia — One of Czechoslovakia’s two republics 
named the first government in 41 years dominated by non-Communists, and 
talks began with opposition leaders on their demands for a new national 
government. 

Leaders of the Communist-controlled labor organization took the unprece- 
dented step of endorsing a general strike that the opposition has threatened if 
the national government is not changed this week. 

An Interior Ministry announcement said work on dismantling fortifications 
on the border with Austria would begin Monday. The government said last 
week some of the barbed wire, watch towers and trip wires would be taken 

down. 

About 2,000 demonstrating students chanted “Resign! Resign!” as Ladislav 
Adamec, the Communist premier, met with dissident playwright Vaclav 
Havel on demands for a new Cabinet to replace the Communist-dominated one 
chosen Sunday. 

Jiri Dienstbier, spokesman for Havel’s opposition group, Civic Forum, said 
the discussions would continue Wednesday. Miroslav Pavel, who is head of 
state television and attended the talks, said they were “very complicated.” 

Opposition groups say the general strike will take place Monday unless the 
21-member Cabinet, which contains only five non-Communists, is replaced 
before then. 


Jazz allowed to keep 180 folding seats 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Jazz will not be required to remove 180 
Salt Palace seats that the city fire marshal had considered a hazard if the arena 
had to be evacuated quickly. 

The city Fire Department, the Jazz and Salt Lake County, which adminis- 
ters the Salt Palace, reached an agreement Monday that will allow the seats to 
remain in place, said city Fire Battalion Chief Gordon Nicholl. 

The Jazz had said that removal of the seats, which cost season-ticket holders 
$35 per game, would have cost the franchise almost $250,000. 

The fire marshal’s office demanded that the seats be taken out after the 
Jazz-Indiana game on Nov. 17, contending the folding chairs could constitute a 
serious hazard if they fell into aisles as people rushed to evacuate the arena. 

The fire marshal also instructed the county and the Jazz to restore two sets 
of west-side stairs, mark exits, and replace and unlock panic bars on exit 
doors. 


Utah Court denies molester’s appeal 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Supreme Court, with dissent from two of 
its justices, has refused to rehear its rejection of Arden Brett Bullock’s appeal 
on child sexual abuse charges. 

Ina minute entry released Tuesday, the court reaffirms its Nov. 20 decision 
to deny rehearing of a 3-2 October ruling upholding Bullock’s 1986 conviction 
on six counts. 

The court ruled that the trial defense attorney hadn’t, by not objecting to 
portions of prosecution testimony, committed error serious enough to warrant 
reversal. Instead, the majority felt that the strategy was part of attorney 
Stephen McCaughey had likely been intentional. 

In writing a dissenting opinion, Justice I. Daniel Stewart contended “there 
is not an iota of evidence that shows that cousels’ decisions not to object were 
made as the result of a ‘conscious strategy’ rather than inadvertence, mistake, 
or negligence.” 

Stewart, whose call for a rehearing was supported by Associate Chief 
Justice Richard Howe, said that “at the very least, the court should have 
adequate factual support” before denying rehearing. 


S&L Director was a scapegoat, Garn says 


SALT LAKE CITY — Former Utahn M. Danny Wall, who resigned as 
director of the federal Office of Thrift Supervision after a long struggle with 
Congress, was a scapegoat for problems in the thrift industry, said his former 
boss Jake Garn and Utah banking officials. 

Wall, a one-time director of the Salt Lake City Redevelopment Agency 
before joining Garn’s staff, “was a convenient target for the critics who sought 
a scapegoat for the serious problems in the thrift industry,” Garn said in a 
statement released by Washington office. 

Garn is in Geneva, Switzerland, attending the Strategic Arms Reduction 
Talks (START) as an observer. 

“Danny’s detractors have been successful in making it impossible for him to 
function properly in this negative climate,” Garn said. 

{His record; shows-that, he,was, successful in resolving manyeeases amd in 
implementing new programs to, tighten regulation of the thrift industry he 
said. “I have the utmost personal respect for Danny.” 


Admissibility of bandanna argued in trial 


SALT LAKE CITY — Attorneys argued over evidence as to whether 
defendant John Tavo Leota, charged in the death of an actress’ son, had worn 
colors of the Crips street gang. 

Witnesses testified Monday that Leota was wearing a blue bandanna 
around his neck the night he struck Malik Smith at a teen disco. 

Attorneys battled heatedly over admittance of the bandanna as evidence 
during the first day of Leota’s second-degree murder trial before 3rd District 
Judge Homer Wilkinson. 

The courtroom was filled with Leota’s family members and friends. Smith’s 
stepfather, Kris Keiser, a Los Angeles television director, was also in the 
courtroom. Smith, 18, Los Angeles, was the son of actress Beverly Todd. 

Deputy Salt Lake County Attorney Kent Morgan introduced two witnesses 
who said Leota was wearing the blue bandanna the night of the death. 

Wilkinson allowed the blue bandanna to be considered by the eight-member 
man jury.

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Solar energy fuels pump 


Farmers to benefit from new technology

ered water pumps being used in agri- 
cultural studies in Latin America.

The prototype solar-powered water 
pump, which is being developed to 
benefit people in Third World coun- 
tries, arrived in Provo for testing in 
early July, according to the Benson 
Institute’s coordinator for Latin 
America. 

Luis V. Espinoza, 44, said the 
pump went through a period of re- 
search and development to find out 
how the tool can help families become 
self-sufficient. 

Vern Dillenbeck, 39, assistant pro- 
fessor in manufacturing engineering 
technology, said he developed a grain 
grinder to be used with the sun-pow- 
ered pump. Dillenbeck also tested the 
feasibility of powering other imple- 
ments with the pump, he said. 

Espinoza said the advances in solar 
technology are a by-product of space 
technology. He said as solar technol- 
ogy becomes more widespread, it will 
come within the reach of more and 
more people. 

The institute is trying to help farm- 
ers with problems such as water, im- 
proving soil conditions with fertiliz- 
ers, increasing crop yields and 
controlling pests, he said. 

“The goals of the institute are to 
reach the critical mass (rural poor) 
and to come up with ideas to help 
solve their problems,” Espinoza said.. 
Malaquias Flores, technical adviser 
for agricultural projects for the insti- 
tute, said the pump will make a differ- 
ence for the people in Guatemala. 
where he is helping with agricultural 


projects. He said water could be 
drawn from the rivers and routed to 
fields at higher elevations. 

“The more water the farmer can 
get, the more he can produce. There 
are rivers everywhere down there 
just going into the ocean,” he said. 
Dillenbeck said he thought the pump 
will be successful. He said he has been 
designing and producing farm imple- 
ments for the Benson Institute for the 
past three years. 

He said he is designing implements 
such as a simple, portable washing 
machine and a grain thresher. Each 
can be powered by the solar-powered 
1/4 horsepower motor or by pedal 
power. 

Dillenbeck said the grain grinder 
he developed for usé with the pump is 
the highest-capacity grinder made. 
He designed the grinder, and the stu- 
dents in his senior project class: of 
manufacturing technology were in- 
volved in the tooling to build it. Dil- 
lenbeck: is pursuing. patents for the 
grinder. 

The cutters in the grinder will vir- 
tually never wear out because they 
are made of tungsten-carbide, Dillen- 
beck said. “It will produce one cup of 
very fine flour every 20 seconds,” he 
said. “It is also capable of producing 
coarse-cracked wheat for cereals and 
for animal feed.” a) 

_ Dillenbeck said the grinder is uni- 
versal. “You can grind anything,” he 
said. “You ean grind corn, beans .and 
even peanuts to make peanut butter.” 

Dillenbeck enjoyed working with 
the institute because it was a way. for 


‘him to:do research that.could help 


underprivileged people in Third 
World countries, he said. “It’s my 
way of helping’my brothers and sis- 
ters in‘Latin America,” he said.

LDS officials say the critical need 
for milk in Armenia is tied to Eu- 
ropean milk-production restrictions 
that went into effect following the 
1986 accident at a nuclear plant in 
Chernobyl. 

The milk came from the LDS 
Church welfare system dairy farms in 


‘the Salt Lake Valley and is being p 0- 


cessed at. the LDS. Chureh’s dairy 
complex on Welfare Square in Salt 
Lake City, LDS Church spokesman 
Don LeFevre said. Half of the milk 
shipment will be in two-and-a-half- 
pound packages and the rest will be in 
bulk packaging, LeFevre said. 

The LDS Church will ship the milk 
from Salt Lake City to Southern Cali- 
fornia where it will be loaded onto a 
plane with goods from other organiza- 
tions and relief agencies. 

According to an article in the LDS 
Church News, Elder Russell M. Nel- 
son, a member of the Quorum of the 
Twelve, was in Moscow Aug. 8 and 
joined with Soviet officials and lead- 
ers of an American charitable organi- 
zation in signing a “memorandum of 
understanding.” 

The memorandum is an agreement 
that the LDS Church will assist in 
relief for homeless victims in Arme- 
nia. 

The LDS Church. has also an- 
nounced plans to provide craftsmen to 
assist in rebuilding housing in Arme- 
nia. 

The project is expected to begin in 
the spring of 1990, LeFevre said. 

On April 29, 1988, one day after the 
Chernobyl accident was discovered, 
Poland banned the sale of milk from 
grass-fed cows and restricted the sale 
of fresh vegetables. 

The Polish government required all 
infants and children to take doses of 
iodine to counter the threat of thyroid 
cancer from reported “high levels” of 
radioactive iodine in the air. Cher- 
nobyl is about 260 miles east of the 
Polish border. . 
April 30, 1988, Sweden. reported. 
radiation was as much as 10 times 
above normal in its northern regions. 
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Residents in the coastal regions were 
advised against drinking rainwater.

There was a 
grounding problem in both the right 
and left-hand boosters.” 

Joos said he suspected the detona- 
tor within a day of the Jan. 28, 1986, 
accident, and reached his conclusion 
after a frame-by-frame analysis of 
flight film.

“The evidence is pretty powerful,” 
said Sutter, chief designer of the Boe- 
ing. 747 airliner and chairman of 
NASA’s Aerospace Safety Advisory 
Panel.

Administration officials involved with 
the shuttle program also have re- 
jected Joos’ explanation. 

Thiokol spokesman Steve Lawson 
said Monday he had no comment on 
Joos’ statements.

Joos said that on the third flight, 
the phenomenon was recorded in both 
rockets, However, he would not go 
into detail because the instruments 
were the subject of the grand jury 
probe in Birmingham, Ala. 

NASA officials have said the panel 
is looking at allegations that Thiokol 
did not properly inspect and qualify 
the instruments. Thiokol officials 
have said Joos’ concerns had been 
evaluated and discounted.

A fourth video production titled 
“Labor of Love” will be released soon 
by The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints, said Steve Allen, the 
director of media for the Missionary 
Department of the LDS Church.

By replacing negative program- 
ming in the mind with positive mes- 
sages, subliminal tapes may be the 
answer to everything from test pho- 
bia to bed-wetting. 

Judy Brunson, manager. of The 
Mind Mint, 2255 N. University 
Pkwy., said students may benefit 
from tapes designed to improve con- 
centration, increase test taking abil- 
ity and reduce stress. 

“People want a quick fix without a 
lot of effort that is going to last,” 
Brunson said. “This comes closer than 
anything else.”

Pulitzer Prize winner 


to speak on music

The 1989 Pulitzer Prize-winning 
music composer Roger Reynolds 
will discuss his work, “Whispers 
Out of Time,” a composition de- 
signed especially for string orches- 
tra, today at 1 p.m. 

Reynolds will speak in the Mad- 
sen Recital, Hall, HFAC. He will 
also’ lecture on vhis ‘composition: 
styles and techniques at 3 p.m. 

Reynolds has experimented with 
“Musique Concrete,” the use of 
computer systems to change “natu- 
ral” sounds (falling water, wind, 
etc.) by processing them through 
filters at different speeds. 

This electronic transformation of 
sounds, combined with the classical 
music form, produces unique com- 
positions. 

In 1971, Reynolds founded the 
Center for Music Experiment and 
Related Research at the Univer- 
sity. of California, San Diego, 
where he is a professor of music. 

Reynolds has been honored by 
the National Institute of Arts and 
Letters, the National Endowment 
for the Arts, the Library of Con- 
gress and the Guggenheim as well 
as many other foundations.

“The subconscious is always ac- 
cepting information and messages,” 
Brunson said. “It is not a critic or a 
judge.” 

Heimberger said subliminal tapes 
are made by recording words that 
flow right along with musical wave 
lengths. Tapes contain 50,000 posi- 
tive statements, or affirmations that 
are recognized subconsciously while 
the conscious mind hears only music. 

“You just put it on in the back- 
ground and do whatever it is that you 
normally do. All you hear on a con- 
scious level is music,” Brunson said. 

The positive affirmations found on 
subliminal tapes are more powerful 
than hypnosis, said Heimberger. 

“Hypnosis will put the subcon- 
scious mind to sleep,” Heimberger 
said. “Subliminal technology sort of 
suspends it.” 

Heimberger, who uses subliminal 
tapes in his martial arts schools, said 
that normally it would take five years 
to teach his students a specific con- 
cept such as relaxation. 

“The tapes pump the concept into 
you and I don’t have to teach you,” 
Heimberger said. “The only effort is

A 4-year-old Chinese child can 
learn Mandarin because he does not 
know another language, said Kaplan. 
On the other hand, he said, adults 
who know another language have a 
hard time learning Mandarin because 
their other language keeps getting in 
the way. 

“All children are geniuses,” Kaplan 
said. But all adults are not geniuses. 

“What happened in between is 
what we call education,” said Kaplan. 

Education teaches people so much 
about the world that they do not won- 
der or question. 

There are bad habits in thinking, 
just as there are bad habits in actions, 
Kaplan said. 

The characteristics of a radial mind 
are that it is open, it resists the pres- 
sure to arrive at a definite conclusion, 
it resists premature closure of an idea 
and it always keeps in mind that hu- 
man beings make mistakes, Kaplan 
said.

'to decide 


on racial case 
after 7 weeks 


of testimony 


MIAMI — Jurors in the trial of 
the policeman whose shooting of a 
black motorcyclist sparked three 
days of rioting must now decide if 
the officer fired coldly and deliber- 
ately or in self-defense, attorneys 
said in final arguments Tuesday. 

The manslaughter trial of officer 
William Lozano, 31, was expected 
to go to the jury late Tuesday after 
almost seven weeks of jury selec- 
tion and testimony closely followed 
by an entire city. 

The shooting resulted in three 
days of fires, looting and violence. 
And police bought new anti-riot 


| equipment and put all officers on 


notice in case the verdict touches 
off renewed racial violence. 

Twice before in this decade, riots 
broke out when white officers were 
acquitted in the slayings of blacks. 

Tuesday’s final arguments were 
broadcast live on Miami radio and 
television. 

But defense attorney Roy Black 
reminded jurors they should con- 
centrate only qn the facts of the 
case, not on potential unrest 
caused by their verdict. 

“This case has nothing to do with 
racial prejudice,” said Black. 
“Your verdict has meaning only in 
its truth to the case and its effects 
on a police officer.” 

Assistant State Attorney Don 
Horn told the jurors Lozano had 
violated the law and police policy 
when he shot Clement Lloyd, 23, in 
the head on the night of Jan. 16. 

Lloyd and his passenger, Allan 
Blanchard, both black, died — 
Blanchard from injuries suffered in 
the subsequent crash. 

“He intentionally placed himself 
out there,” said Horn of Lozano’s 
position near the path of the 
oncoming motorcycle. “He had 
time to pull the gun, aim the gun, 
concentrate on the motorcycle and 
fire as it passed on his left.” 

Horn dismissed Lozano’s testi- 
mony that he fired in self-defense, 
noting conflicts with prosecution 
witnesses and his initial state- 
ments to investigators. 

“He’s lying, he’s lying. That’s 
why he changed his story,” he said. 
“The story is not worthy of belief.” 

Horn said all the prosecution 
witnesses had heard the motorcy- 
cle approaching from at least a 
block away, while Lozano claimed 
he never noticed it until it was al- 
most upon him. 

“He stepped out there, he de- 
cided he was going to shoot, and he 
shot,” Horn said. “All he had to do 
was step behind the police car.” 

But defense attorney Black 
called the case a political attempt to 
dampen ethnic unrest. 

“He’s sort of like a pawn caught 
up in forces beyond his control,” 
Black said. 

He called prosecution arguments 
that Lozano had the time and the 
duty to retreat from the advancing 
motorcycle a threat to good law en- 
forcement. 

Five of the last seven officers 
killed in the Miami area died be- 
cause they did not draw quickly 
enough, he said: 

Black read from Lozano’s job 
evaluations which called him calm 
in the face of confrontation. 

“This is the man they would have 
you believe is some sort of a blood- 
thirsty, trigger-happy police offi- 
cer, but. it’s simply not true,” he 
said. 

Lozano is charged with two 
counts of manslaughter and faces a 
maximum of 30 years in jail on each 
count.
